PRAIRIE OIL AREA 

“Alberta fields are geographically 
to compete with the largest oil fields 
in the world and are of Empire mag¬ 
nitude,” declares Campbell Hunter, 
consulting engineer and oil expert of 
London, England, who is visiting the 
oil districts of Alberta. 

"Oil may be shipped by several 
routes to the Pacific or Atlantic and 
overseas shipping can be done by the 
Hudson Bay route. At present Tur¬ 
ner Valley and other fields are in the 
limelight, but it is my belief that the 
prairies will furnish oil for hgh grade 
naptha. I foresee the day when Can¬ 
ada wll be independent of all oil im¬ 
ports. 

The whole Alberta industry is 
broadly conceived on well established 
lines. 

“Generally the industry in the pro¬ 
vince is organized on sound lines 
and this will soon win the confidence 
of overseas investors and continue to 
do so. I have come here as a connect 
ing link between British capital and 
Canadian oil development,” said Mr. 
Hunter. “My object is not only to 
get in touch with oil developments 
but to keep in touch with them so 
that a channel can be established to 
that British capital. 

"It will take time for investors in 
England to invest here, but as they 
get confidence there will be an in¬ 
creasing flow of money from overseas 
which is bound to speed development 
in Alberta, he said.

NOT OUR SHARE 

The Calgary Herald in a pertinent 
editorial brings to notice the fact that 
Alberta is not reaping by an means, 
its reasonable share of tourist reven¬ 
ue. Out of $167,384,000 Dominion 
tourist revenue, Alberta took $763,000 
which is $300,000 less than Saskatche 
wan, $1,600,000 less than Manitoba, 
and $16,700,000 less than B. C. 

The article goes on with the argu¬ 
ment that Alberta is the gateway of 
the finest mountain scenery in Canada 
and of the finest mountain highways. 
Then why has Alberta such meagre 
tourist returns, compared with other 
provinces, with few natural beauties. 
The answer is that Alberta has earn¬ 
ed a reputation for impassable wet 
weather highways. 

The Herald maintains that the Al¬ 
berta government is earning enough 
to carry out a much more extensive 
and thorough good roads program 
than she is doing. She is free of rail¬ 
way burden, has imposed a five cent 
gasoline tax and is imposing high 
takes on motor licenses. It has also 
a large liquor revenue. Financially, 
it is able to go far in the matter of 
roads, and every season’s inertia and 
delay is actually costing the country 
a liberal tourist harvest. 

SUMMER jjjJJNSHINE 

Summer is nature’s building season. 
We are learning how valuable the 
sun’s rays are in preventing rickets 
and in enabling children to grow up 
strong and robust. Every opportun¬ 
ity possible should be taken to keep 
them out v of doors in the months 
when the greatest amount of ultra 
violet rays reaches them.

The average cost per horse power 
for industrial power supplied in Tor¬ 
onto has agjjirrnsdyanced, according 
toihe—report of the Ontario Hydro- 
"lSlectric system.

Slowly 
the figure rises. In ten years it has 
risen from under $20. Chippewa, it 
will be recalled, was to reduce power 
costs in Toronto. 

CARELESS TIRES 

During the year 1928, the Alberta 
Fire Commissioner had reported to 
his oiffee 2351 fires, with a loss of 25 
lives and over three million and a half 
dollars. More than $557,000 of the 
total loss is attributed to nine fires. 
Carelessness is again the outstanding 
factor in these fires. If ordinary pre¬ 
cautions had been taken, probably 
seventy-five per cent, of these fires 
would not have occurred. 

In all, 757 cities, towns and villages 
were subjected to file inspection last 
year and 1055 orders issued for the 
correction of defects. May of last 
year was the worst month of 1928 for 
fires with November coming next.

| Producers. 

| One great early consumers co-opera 
five movement is that of the Roch¬ 
dale Pioneers of England, started in 
U?44. This was the period of “the 
| hungry forties,” where machinery was 
ousting hand power. Forty-eight j 
weavers managed to save $5 each and 
with the capital of $240, started a lit 
tie grocery store. Their foundation 
j principle was “An association for 
joint trading, originating amongst 
the weak and conducted unselfishly 
and on such terms that all prepared 
to assume the duties of membership, 
shall share in rewards to the degree 
to which they make use of their as¬ 
sociation.” It was of unlimited capi¬ 
tal, the capital increasing as the mem 
bership. Each member had one vote. 
Goods were bought and sold at cur¬ 
rent market prices. Profits were paid 
on a patronage dividend basis. 

Today the Rochdale Co-operative 
plan has grown to an organization, of 
about five million, with tea planta¬ 
tions in Ceylon, farms in Saskatche¬ 
wan, etc. 

A Co-operative Credit System was 
I introduced in Germany in 1850 and 
j rose from the inability of the small 
j farmer to secure working capnal 
| from ordinary banks, and the extor- 
] tionate interest charged by Jewish 
I money lenders. The essentials of this 
; system were the restricting of each 
| society to a small, well defined area; 
j the unlimited liability of all members; 

: the practical use to which all monies 
j must be put. 

j While this short term credits had 
i grovffito about 2000 societies prior to 
! the war, in Germany, yet the system 
Lis not applicable to Western Canada 
j where farming is on a loose large 
j scale, and where large loans are re- 
■ quired at times. 

I The Desjardines Banks in Quebec 
are the only example of co-operative 
banks flourishing in Canada. These 
have co-operative branches within the 
| parishes, and the scheme has worked 
J well partly because of common ideas 
! and common religion, with the parish 
priest having considerable control, 
j Again this system could not operate 
I with the same success in the West, 
where there are so -many viewpoints, 
nationalities and ideas, and where 
! large loans must be provided for. 
j The Producers co-operative system 
originated in Western Canada through 
i the farmer’s inability to produce his 
I goods on a paying basis, 
j In the early days the farmers grew 
, more wheat than the railroads could- 


take care of. To offset this, the rail- 
to patronize both railroads and grain 
panies to build elevators for the stor¬ 
age of grain. Farmers were obliged 
to patronize both railroads to grain 
companies. They were prevented 
from loading wheat over the loading 
platforms and were at the mercy of 
thg, combined strength of railroads 
and grain companies. 

In 1906, however, the Grain Grow¬ 
ers Commission of Manitoba was eflfec 
tive in securing a ruling by which the 
railroads provide sidings and loading 
platforms. The problem then was to 
get ears. • 

Various organizations spread thru 
the West to combat the transporta¬ 
tion and other matters affecting the 
grain questions. In other phases of 
agriculture, co-operative systems 
were introduced in order to reach the 
markets more effectively, The Alber¬ 
ta Wheat Pool has been the greatest 
co-operative venture to date, organ¬ 
ized for the effective marketing of 
this produce. Markets are of two 
kipds (1) direct and indirect. The in¬ 
direct market involved sale to a mid ; 
dleman or through a middle man. 

It is in taking upon itself, many of 
the functions of the middleman that 
the Wheat Pool has brought vast re¬ 
lief. The functions of the middleman 
are transportation, grading, inspect¬ 
ing, processing, warehousing and 
storing; financing—advances to pro¬ 
ducers; selling of options; orderly 
management of the grain exchange. 

The Pool has already accomplished 
much (1) in the assembling of the 
goods—owned elevators; (2) in grad¬ 
ing and standardizing; (3) in pooling, 
and mixing; (4) in reaching world 
markets, creating new markets; (5) 
in stablizing prices. 

The factors which will make for the 


continued success and strength of the 
Pool are (1) the strong, legitimate 
need; (2) a sufficient volume of busi¬ 
ness; (3) fair competition; (4) effic¬ 
ient management and good service; 
(6) concentration on the main objec¬ 
tive; (6) and firm loyalty on the part 
of members. 

COST OF SICKNESS 

»Dr. McCullough of the Ontario 
Department of Health has figured 
that sickness is costing Canada $311,- 
060,448 a year, and this is merely the 
di>st up to recovery or death. Anoth¬ 
er $1,000,000,000 should be added for 
lost earning power. Of the $211,060,- 
448, eleven per cent, is paid by provin 
cial or municipal public health activi¬ 
ties anti the other 89 per cent falls on 
individuals.^ If,illness costs Canada 
in expenses glut lost earning power 
$1,311,060,44a, this means $131.10 per 
year per person. 

: Altogether, the Dominion, the prov¬ 
inces and municipalities spend a sum 
which amounts to 54c per head, per 
ydar. _ • 

, The 54c- public money does not 
seem adequate in the face of the 
$131.10 actual cost.

EAT MORE BABY BEEF 

Mr. George Ross, enterprising 
Southern Alberta rancher, believes 
there is a grand opportunity here in 
Southern Alberta with its historical 
cattle ranges and its foothills to un- 
i dertake the feeding of baby beef. De- 
I spite the U.S. tariff he believes that 
I this sort of stuff can be shipped to 
the United States for immediate kill¬ 
ing. He is of the opinion also that 
when the Hudson Ray route develops 
and cattle can be rushed to Churchill, 
loaded there on boat and sent across 
to the Old Country, a very large per¬ 
centage of any surplus will be taken 
care of by the British market. Baby 
beef, he says, would lose very little 
going via the Hudson route; in fact, 
he thinks that once they were aboard 
boat they would actually gain on the 
voyage. And he thinks, too, that if 
Canadian consumers were given a 
chance j to buy more baby beef that 
there would be far less surplus to 
’ send abroad or to the United States. 


Over in Chicago there is a great 
deal of exultation because the lake 
levels have risen. But does the joy 
flow because of the relief to naviga¬ 
tion which accompanies the rise? It 
does not. What creates the exulta¬ 
tion is a hope that the increase in 
the content of the lakes may drown 
out evidence of the brazen theft of 
water throujgh diversion into the 
drainage canal, of which the munici 
pality has been guilty year after 
year, and which it still >ts—trying to 
perpetuate in the face /f an adverse 
supreme court decision^ by resort to 
every sort of legal quibble and evas¬ 
ion it can invent. The Chicago Tri¬ 
bune, for example, announces with 
almost naive exultgJ^fljL. “The re¬ 
buttal comes with the rising levels.” 

Does it? It it does, then a man 
who systematically robs a neighbor 
is guilty of theft as long as the 
neighbor is poor and suffering. If 
through some gift of fortune, the vic- 
tom becomes rich and prosperous in 
spite of the pilfering to which he is 
subjected, the thief is no longer a 
criminal and wrongdoer. His .crime is 
justified. He has a right to continue 
committing it as long as he pleases. 
Is that Chicago ethics? — Detroit 
Free Press.

The Alberta Wheat Pool has fixed 
July 15th as the closing date for the 
1928-29 Pool. There are quite a num¬ 
ber of Pool farmers who have still a 
little wheat on hand and they are ad¬ 
vised this must be delivered by July 
15th, otherwise it will go in with next 
year’s pool. 

The Supreme Court of Canada has 
decided in favor of the Alberta Wheal 
Pool contention in the H. W. Keay 
suit. The Supreme Court judgment 
sustained the judgment of the Su¬ 
preme Court of Alberta which was 
that the matter in dispute was one 
for arbitration and not for legal ac¬ 
tion. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool has discon 
tinued broadcasting for the summer 
months, as has been its custom in the 
past. The Pool will resume radio 
work this coming fall. 

The Canadian Journal of Commerce 
in a recent issue states: “Despite the 
large crop of last autumn Wheat Pool 
members have excellent reasons to be 
thankful that their crop was not sub¬ 
ject to the vagaries of the members 
of the Chicago and Winnipeg Grain 
Exchange whose primary object is 
quite naturally, and under former con 
ditions quite properly, to buy and 
sell at a profit to themselves.’’

FARM RELIEF IN CANADA 

Canadian railways haul grain at 
rates that would bankrupt American 
roads. From Devils Lake, N-D., to 
Duluth, a distance of 384 miles the 
rate is 19.5 cents. From Lydiatt, Man 
to Fort William, a distance of 389 
miles, the rate is 14 cents. The saving 
is over 20 per cent. 

From Estuary, Sask., to F 6 rt Will¬ 
iam the rate is 24 cents. The distance 
is 1,036 miles. From Bozeman, Mon., 
to Duluth the rate is 42 cents. The 
distance is 1,033 miles. The Canadian 
farmer saves 40 per cent. Similiar 
savings are in effect on the Westerly 
route. Canadian railroads are giving 
their farm^customers practical farm 
releif. 


It is the conviction of those who are 
on the inside of things that the ses¬ 
sions of the Alberta Institute of Co¬ 
operation to be held in Lethbridge for 
the four days commencing with Mon¬ 
day, June 24, will be an unqualified 
success. Certainly no effort is being 
spared either by the central commit¬ 
tee acting through D. M. Malin, di¬ 
rector of co-operative activities for 
the Alberta government, and H. E. G. 
H. Scholefield, vice-president of the j 
United Farmers of Alberta, or by the ^ 
many committees set up from the 
U.F.A. organizations of the city and 
district to ensure that such is the 
case.. 

Registrations are now coming in 
daily to the office of the registrar, M. 
L. Freng, at the Lethbridge office of 
the Alberta Department of Agricul¬ 
ture.. From some of the enquiries re¬ 
ceived it would appear that the pur¬ 
pose and plan of the institute is not 
yet fully understood by all. It is gen¬ 
erally known, however, that the insti¬ 
tute is not a society which people are 
asked to join; but is rather a short 
course of intensive study of co-opera¬ 
tive aims and achievement in connec¬ 
tion with . the many phases of the 
farming problem. It has been made 
possible through the distribution to 
the Province of Alberta through the 
Provincial Government of its share of 
the surplus funds of the Dominion 
Wheat Board. 

Last year only one institute was 
held, and that at Edmonton. It was 
a notable success. This year plans 
have been laid to bring similar advan¬ 
tages home to fhore people by holding 
three . institutes simultaneously at 
Lethbridge, Olds and Vermilion. To 
Lethbridge has been assigned the ter¬ 
ritory south of Calgary. The experts 
in the fields of co-operative activity 
from various parts of the United 
States and Western Canada will com¬ 
mence an itinerary #f the three insti¬ 
tutes at Lethbridge on Monday and 
be routed through to the other two on 
the succeeding days of the week. 

Billeting, entertainment and other 
committees are preparing to make all 
those who register for the institute 
comfortable, and to give them a good 
time. A special committee will be in 
charge of juniors between the ages of 
17 and 21. The board room for the 
four days and cost of Aj’ansportation" 
of a limited number of tKese young 
people will be paid out of the funds of 
the institute; »f \d it is the desire of 
the committee and the registrar that 
those who wish to attend get in touch 
with Arthur Newman of the Dominion 
Experimental Farm, Lethbridge, in the 
case of boys; or with Mrs. F. W. King 
Lethbridge in the case of girls, or 
with Mr. Freng, the registrar. 

For the senior members of the in¬ 
stitute, together with speakers and 
artists, a banquet is being arranged 
for at the Marquis hotel on the even¬ 
ing of Wednesday, at which Premier 
Brownlee and Mrs. A. H. Warr, the 
newly elected president of the U.F.W. 
A., will speck. As the accommodation 
is limited, tickets for the banquet, 
which is free, will be issued till ex¬ 
hausted to those first registered. Reg¬ 
istration also entitles the member to 
a copy of the printed report of the in¬ 
stitutes, which will synopsize the 
speeches and discussions. 

Other social features will be a pic¬ 
nic at the Experimental Farm on the 
afternoon of Wednesday, a dance at 
the Marquis hotel following the ban¬ 
quet, and a big dance at the U.F.A. 
rally in the Henderson Park pavillion 
on Thursday, the last day. 

More details concerning the insti¬ 
tute will be broadcast over CJOC from 
Lethbridge.

In 1927 the Bermuda onion 
was experimented on successfully 
both in ICC. and Ontario. And in 
1928 a much larger acreage was 
planted. 

The success of Bermuda onions 
both in B.C. and Ontario was very 
satisfactory—curing well and produc¬ 
ing about eight tons per acre. 

Last year B.C. onion pool prices 
were $46.61 a ton which was consid¬ 
ered good. B. C. and Ontario are well 
adapted to onion growing, and as Can 
ada imports this product heavily from 
U.S., Egypt, Spain, Australia, Japan 
and Bermuda,’ there is a big home 
market to be supplied.
